In coordination with the department of21

education, the department of public health, and22

stakeholders, including but not limited to mental23

health professionals, school administrators, school24

nurses, and guidance counselors, the board shall25

select qualified programs for such training. For26

purposes of this subsection, “trauma-informed care”27

means services that are based on an understanding of28

the vulnerabilities and triggers of individuals who29

have experienced trauma, recognize the role trauma has30

played in the lives of those individuals, recognize31

the presence of trauma symptoms and their onset,32

are supportive of trauma recovery, and avoid further33

traumatization.34

1. An account for health care transformation is45

created in the state treasury under the authority of46

the department. Moneys received from sources including47

but not limited to appropriations from the general48

fund of the state, grants, and contributions shall be49

deposited in the account. The account shall include50
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a separate premiums subaccount. Revenue generated1

through payment of premiums by expansion population2

members as required pursuant to section 249J.8 shall be3

deposited in the separate premiums subaccount within4

the account.5

moneys from any other source credited to the account20

shall be deposited in the account. Moneys deposited21

in or credited to the account shall be used only as22

provided in appropriations or distributions from the23

account for the purposes specified in the appropriation24

or distribution. Moneys in the account shall be25

appropriated to the university of Iowa hospitals and26

clinics and to a publicly owned acute care teaching27
